W A S H I N G T O N , Aug. 15.— W ith o u t the necessary tangible evidence for 
conviction, there nevertheless was a distinct feeling in official quarters here 
today that diplom atic events of the first magnitude are brewing. 
President W ilson after a long conference with Secretary of State Lansing 
yesterday afternoon suddenly left to visit his personal friend and confidential 
adviser, Col. E. M. House, at Magnolia, Mass. 
H e left last evening on a 
special train and is there today. 
It was officially stated the President was off “ for a rest.” 
It was ex­ 
plained the President had been wanting to get away for a short time for 
some weeks but events have been such as to prevent it. 
He carried with 
him several problems to discuss with his adviser.

But the only way to bring a peace that 
amounts to anything whatever, is to convince them 
that they have made a mistake regarding war. 
T hat’s our job. 
It's the only job. 
Whatever 
helps to kill Germans is a good thing and a necessary 
thing, provided that we don’t resort to poison or 
assassination. 
In other words, even in killing Ger­ 
mans, we must have some limitations on our methods.

Now, in order to convince the Germans of their 
mistake, we must first have men. 
Second, we must have munitions. 
Third, in order to maintain the men and supply 
the munitions, we must have money. 
W e have got to have lots of money—so much 
money that the imagination of man cannot conceive 
of the volume. 
Some of the money we will get by placing a 
mortgage upon farms and houses and live stock and 
grain fields and railroads of the country. That means 
the issue of bonds. 
But some part of the money we must get by 
taxation. 
Those in whose hands lies our destiny, 
have decided that approximately one-third of what 
the government spends must be raised by taxation 
*

Years ago. up North, at a great fishing camp, 
there was an obi guide who always brought back 
his party with “plenty much fish in the l>oat”. 
Man 
after man tried to find out his secret. On the seventh 
or eighth trip one visitor made up there, he won 
the old guide’s confidence. The old man, sitting over 
the fire one night, explained the rule followed by 
him, which was, “Think like a fish, and KETCH 
’EM W H E R E T H E Y ARE.” 
Now, when it comes to raising thousands of 
millions of dollars by taxation, the old rules must 
lr cast aside. W e have got to have this money. The 
thing to do, then, is to go where the money is. 
It’s 
foolish—it's a w’aste of time—to talk about “making 


the rich pay the ex p en ses o f the war.” 
The rich 
people are so called because they have the money. 
Those who have the money have got to turn it in to 
the government. 
O f course the rich have got to 
pay for the war! 
The railroad trackman with his 
$900 a year and rising prices can’t finance the 
purchase of fifteen or twenty million rifles. The best 
he can do is to keep the track in order so that the 
rifles can be hauled to the necessary place of de­ 
livery. 
The man who owns the railroad has got to 
furnish the money to buy the rifles. 
In framing this 
taxation bill, we have got to go where the money is.

The early August primaries indicate two things I

T h a t 1h the d eterm ination of Sergt. 
R. B. P erry c f H eadquarters Company, 
164th 
In fantry, 
Ninety-first 
Division, 
is exp ressed in a letter ju s t received 
ay his fath er. Rev. C. S. P erry , of 1331 
W est F ifth street, S an ta Ana. 
T h is is one of the first letters to 
com e back from the S a n ta Anana who 
have recen tly arrived In F ra n c e from 
Cam p L ew is. 
It is an in terestin g let- 
er, giving an impression of interview s 
with G erm an prisoners, and it reads 
s follows, dated Ju ly 17: 
‘‘It is hard to figure out af le tte r that 
will be in terestin g and y et avoid giv- 
;ng m ilitary 
inform ation. 
W e 
had 
-cine hardships on our trip over but 
lothing for a man of grit to m ake a 
tale of woe out of. 
It vvas a trip we 
would gladly have paid well to tak e in 
jivil life. 
“ W e had practically four w eeks of 
steady travel. 
I felt very secure all 
he way 
for we 
were well guarded 
gainst subm arine a tta ck s. 
I sort of 
wished one of the birds would stick 
i periscope up so we could see the de­ 
c o y e r s and ch a sers go a fte r it. One 
if the gun boats did fire a num ber of 
shots, and Dam e R um or has it that 
die san k a subm arine, but I could not 
swear to anything but the shooting. 
“T h e subs are getting s ca rce and I 
lunk I may truthfully say no troop 
ships and com paratively few m erch an t-j 
m n a re lost. 
W e saw several m er­ 
ch ant ships in the E nglish Channel 
'h at had been torpedoed and w ere be­ 
ing repaired. 
“As you know, the G erm an offensive 
has been renewed, but for no gains.
